Convipced  as  I am  of  the  propriety  in 
general,  of  individuals  giving  their  opi- 
nion publicly  in  fupport  of  the  motions 
or  meafures  they  approve,  I cannot 
but  confider  thiy  latter  publication  in 
that  refpedb  as  ufeful  : but  in  confe- 
quence  of  this  circumflance,  it  appears 
to  me  at  prefept  that  with  regard  to  my- 
felf, it  would  be  trefpaiTmg  on  the  pa- 
tience of  your  readers  to  dwell  much 
longer  upon  the  fame  topic. 

What  remains  to  me  therefore,  is  on- 
ly to  obferve,  that  my  defign  in  publifn 
ing  my  thoughts  on  the  fubjeft  of  intro- 
ducing' by  Into  in  this  state,  an  exclushe 
right  of  pr&ctising  physic,  was  merely 
tc  ftate  my  reafons  againlf  it  as  correil- 
ly  as  I could,  and  to  addrefs  tbefti,  fuch 
as  they  are,  to  the  good  fenfe  of  my 
fellow  citizens.

the  public. — Yet  circuififtances  may  oc- 
cur hereafter,  of  a nature  which  would 
induce  me  to  publifh  in  addition,  fuch 
other  remarks  on  the  fame  fubjeft,  as  I 
have  purpofeiy  pretermitted  in  my  fii-ft 
communication. 

Whether  the  petitioners  for  a privi- 
lege will  judge  it  their  intereft  to  em- 
ploy Philo  Mf.hicus  as  their  advocate, 
or  whether  phyficians  in  general  will 
deem  it  conducive  to  the  honor  of  the 
Faculty  to  admit  his  arguments,  is  not 
my  bufinefs  to  determine.  For  rby  own 
part,  concluding  from  the  Doiftor’s  pro- 
dujtion,  I am  forty  to  fay,  that  if  it 
has  jiot  beert  writteb  in  a paroxifm  of 
malnefs,  I cannot  help  ferioully  belie- 
■ving  tliat  fomething  at  leaft  in  his  up- 
per dory  is  not  right  : and  as  I am  far 
from  wiftiiiig  to  difturb  him  iii  the  en- 
joyment of  his  lucubrations,  I muft,  up- 
on the  merits  of  the  cafe,  direft  him  to 
the  piblic  for  a dccifton,  and  fo  take  my 
leave  of  him.

>•  KOTWITHSTANDING  the  grave 
and  ferious  tone  you  have  alTumed  in 
your  attack  upon  the  Farmer,  and  altho’ 
you  may  not  be  hurried  on  by  the  impe- 
tuous i npulfe  of  paflion,  yet  if  yoil  will 
allow  me  to  judge,  from  the  complexion 
of  your  letter,  I Ih.-'uld  be  difpofed  to 
think,  that  you  viewed  the  fubjecl  thro’ 
^ a cloud  of  prejudice,  and  that  you  were 
\jiiot  aw  ire  of  the  dangerous  confequences 
which  muft  enfuc,  it  your  pofition  were 
admitted. 

The  niethod  you  have  taken  to  refute 
the  Farmer,  favours  fo  much  of  quib- 
^ bling,  ajid  fquints  fo  little  at  the  merits 
ot  the  lubject,  wliich  1 deem  important, 
\5hat  I lli.ill  pafs  over  agreat  part  df  your 
letter  i;i  lilence,  and  leave  it  to  have  its 
due  weight  with  an  impartial  public,  in 
ivhofe  enlightened  judgment  I have 
more  coiifidencei  than  Philo-Medicus. 

You  begin  with  an  extraCl  from  the 
Farmer,  as  being  a mlfreprefentation  of 
the  exprelfions  of  Medicus — this  you 
might  liBvc  omitted,  unlefs  you  proceed- 
ed upon  the  fuppofitioh.  that  the  people

1 
ftioul  l be  willing  to  admit  it,  in  the 
uumberof  legiftative  cftabliftmients,  dio 
not  apprehend  from  it,  eoiilequences 
^ '.ferious  and  alarming. 

V*  1 fear  it  is  dcllgned  to  place  the  ray- 
ftery  of  the  art  beyond  the  reach  of  pub- 
lic obfervation  ; tint  by  giving  it  the 
faneftion  of  the  legillature.  we  may  be 
dilpaied  to  view  the  profeftlon  at  a di- 
flanre,  as  being  too  facred  to  be  ap- 
proached  with  the  eve  of  I'.rutiny.  Fhv- 
ficlans  have  in  all  ages  reforted  to  meJi- 
cines  whofe  l^ualitics  arc  not  gerierrllv; 

. known,  in  preference  to  thofe  whir  h are 
“more  efHcar.ioiis  ; but  which  being  ijfed 
an  every  family,  levels  the  diftinftion  be- 
tween the  d.oftor  and  his  patient.  Man- 
kind, but  a few  centuries  pall,  were  fo 
completely  immerfed  in  barbarity  and 
ignorance,  that  they  greedily  fwallbwed 
down  the  moft  groveftinjr  fuperftition. 
when  it  anneared  under  the  garb  of  niv

cannot  be  clone  whilft  the  art  is  monopo' 
lized  by  a few,  whofe  intereft  will  sl- 
ways  induce  them  to  throw  a ved  of  ob- 
fcuiity  over  their  difeoveries. 

After  glancing  over  a ureat^  part  of 
your  letter,  which  would  havy  afforded- 
matter  for  quibbling,  you  very  gravely 
aft’  the  queftion,  how  a fpirit  of  eiiiula-i 
tion  can  be  diminiihed  by  the  dodlriiie 
you  advocate  ? is  fcarccly  necelfary. 
for  me  to  remind  you,  that  the  vigour 
ol  rivallhip  is  always  proportionate  tef 
the  intereft  which  the  rival  parties  have 
in  view.  Now,  what  inducement  has 
one  of  the  privileged  clafs  to  continue 
his  icfearches  with  indefatigable  zeal  ? 
He  has  a memorial  of  his  qaalif  cations 
in  his  pocket,  which  will  be  fufticient  to 
infure  him  praftire — and  he  has  noi  to 
combat  with  thole  whofe  refources. of. 
genius  are  fuperior,  but  whofe  finances 
have  not  enabled  them  to  go  througlt, 
the  whble  rothte  of  medicine,  requilite 
to  obtain  a diploma.  No  ; inftead  of 
encouraging  emulation,  it  would  operate 
as  a fatal  check  upon  the  future  progrefs 
of  that  art,  which  you  appear  fo  anxi- 
ous to  promote.  I will  venture  to  affirm, 
that  no  art  can  ever  be  brought  to  any 
degree  of  perfetlion,  whilft  only  a few 
are  permitted  toexercife  it.  The  qdack 
who  adniinifters  his  medicine  and  re 
marks  its  effecls,  contributes  more  to  ad- 
vance the  knowledge  of  the  profeffion, 
than  the  learned  doAor  who  theorifes  in 
his  clofet,  and  attempts  by  abftraft  rea- 
loning  to  obtain  that  information,  which 
can  only  be  dilcovered  by  praftice.  The 
virtues  of  all  the  ingredients,  bofcfim- 
ple  and  compound,  can  be  made  manlifeft 
by  experinifiu  alone — We  (liouldw^i- 
fcquently  deprive  the  world,  by  ti^^. 
million  of  your  fyftem,  of  the  unW^d 
oblervation  of  niankiud,  only  to  promote 
that  favoured  feW,  whofe  circumftances 
in  life  have  enabled  them  to  pafs  through 
the  requifite  forms  and  ceremonies,  and 
entrench  tfcmfelvos  behind  a title,  which 
carries  within  itl'clf  the  features  of  im- 
polition.  You  propofe  that  the  qualifi- 
cation of  phyficians  be  tried  by  the 
touchftone  of  an  examination.  I agree 
with  the  Farmer  in  his  objeftion  to  the 
mode  generally  adopted  by  queftion  and 
anfwer.  But  t think  there  may  be  an 
objeftion  in  another  refpeft — Such  ex- 
amination will  unavoidably  fetter  the 
whole  profeflion  by  certain  rules  and  lyf- 

tems  which  never  can  be  queftioned 

they  are  not  to  be  examined  upon  any 
lyftem  whicli  the  fcfiility  of  their  own 
invention  might  have  fuggefted.  The 
moll  towering  genius  will  then  have  no 
Icopc  for  exertion — The  moft  brilliant 
imagination  muft  then  ceafe  to  wing  its 
way  beyond  the  beaten  trick,  from  which 
it  can  never  deviate.  You  have  compa- 
red the  propofed  examination  of  phyfi 
cians  to  the  method  now  ufed  with  re- 
gard fo  the  pradlitioners  of  law,  and 
hence  irtferred  its  neceffuy.  But  let  us 
enquire  whether  the  analogy  will  hold  : 
In  the  one  cafe,  a candidate  for  the  law 
muft  be  acquainted  with  thofe  rules  of 
condii6l  wliich  have  been  prelcribed  by 
the  people  themlelves,  or  their  reprefen- 
tatives,  and  to  which  every  individual  in 
the  community,  has  either  exprefsiy  or 
tacitly  given  his  confein — The  life,  liC- 
erty  and  property  of  every  man,  is  direc- 
ted and  governed  by  thofe  regulations, 
and  them  only.  Every  lawyer  has  it 
not  in  his  power  to  fabricate  his  own  fy- 
ftem ot  laws,  and  execute  them  upon 
the  people — He  is  tied  down  by  rule  ai 
precedent.  Far  different  with  the  P 
fician — His  fyftem  niay  proceed  from  _ 
own  work-lhop  ; 8c  whenever  the  heal?  . 
of  an  individual  requires  a different  difei- 
pline  than  that  to  wliich  he  has  been 
heretofore  fuhjeaed,  the  phyfician  ffiay 
turn  around  and  begin  another  courfe  of 
operation.  But  if  your  iiiqiiifitorial  tri- 
bunal is  inftiiuted,  it  will  be  the  ftand- 
ard  to  which  the  creed  of  the  whole  pro- 
feffion  muft  conform. 

k oil  take  notice  of  the  afTertion  of 
the  Farmer,  “ That  the  public  can  judge 
of  the  merit  of  phyficians” — It  Ihould 
be  i-ecolleaed,  that  it  docs  not  require 
the  peuetration  of  a phllofopher,  to  dif. 
ccrii  the  effeds  of  medical  Ikill— The 
pill  that  affords  immediate  relief  is  ob- 
vious to  the  fenfes  of  every  one.  But 
admitting  they  are  Hot  the  heft  judges  ;

Paris  has  for  foinedays  rung  with 
a relation  of  the  wonderful  exploits 
of  a Spaniard  in  that  city,  who  is 
endowed  with  qualities  by  which  he 
relifts  the  aiflion  of  very'  high  de- 
grees of  heat,  as  well  as  the  influ 
ence  6f  ftrong  chemical  re-agents 
Many  hiftories  of  the  trials  to  which 
he  has  fubinitted  before  a coniniifli- 
on  of  the  Inftitute  & Medical  fchool, 
have  appeared  in  the  j)ublic  papers; 
but  the  public  wait  with  impatience 
for  the  Report  to  be  made  in  the  name 
ff  the  commiflion,  by  Profeffor  Pin- 
el.  . 

Until  this  report,  which  will  con- 
tain a variety  of  details  on  the  mode 
of  condu6ling  the  experiments,  be 
made  known,  your  correfpondent 
fends  fome  of  the  more  remarkable 
circilmftances,  of  which  he  has  been 
himfelf  a witnefs. 

The  jfubje6l  of  thefc  trials,  is  a

mities.  He  held  for  the  fame  fpace 
of  time,  and  with  as  little  inco  ' 
nience,  his  legs  in  a Iblation  of 
riate  of  foda,  heated  to  102  of 
fame  fcale;  (261  1-2  Fahr.) 
ftood  on,  apd  rubbed  the  foies 
his  feet  with  a bar  of  iron  heated 
a white  heat — in  this  ftate  he  held 
le  iron  ip  his  hands,  and  rubbed  the 
lurface  of  jii*  tongue. 

He  gargled  his  mouth  with  con- 
centrated.fulphuric  and  nitric  acids, 
without  the  fmalleft  injury  or  difeo- 
louration  ; the  nitrous  acid  changed 
the  cuticle  to  a yellow  colour  ; with 
the  acids  in  this  ftate  he  rubbed  his 
hands  gnd  arms;  All  thefe  experi- 
ments'were  continued  long  enough 
to  prove  their  inefficiency  to  produce 
any  impreflion.  It  is  faid  on  unquef- 
tionable  authority,  that  he  remained 
a confiderable  time  in  an  oven  head 
ed  to  65  or  70  degrees,  (178— 18^ 
Fahr.)  and  from  which  he  was  with 
difficulty  induced  to  retire,  fo  c^'? 
^fortable  did  he  feel  in  that  high  teni- 
xature. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that 
IS  man  feenis  totally  uninfluenced 
by  any  motive  to  miflead,  and,  it  is 
faid,  he  has  refufed  flattering  offers 
from  fonie  religious  fecretaries  of 
turning  to  emolument  his  Angular 
qualities.

As  the  Idipulutions,  in  this 
treaty  alfo,  involve  matters  within

it  will  be  laid  before  congrefs  fo  foon 
as  the  Senate  ihall  have  advifed  its 
ratification. 

With  many  of  the  other  Indian

■moll  conciliatory  and  ufeful  effedl 
on  them,  and  is  that  which  will  belt 
fecure  tbe'r  peace  and  good  will. 

The  fmall  veffels  authorifed  by' 
Congrefs,  with  a view  to  the  Medi- 
terranean fer  vice,  have  been  fentinto 
that  fea  ; and  will  be  able  more  effec- 
tually to  confine  the  Tripolitan  crui- 
zsrs  within  theif  harbour-.,  and  fu- 
percede  the  neceffity  of  coavov  to 
our  commerce  in  that  quarter.  They 
will  fenfibly  lelTen  the  expences  of 
that  fervice  the  enfuing  year. 

A further  knowledge  of  iheground 
in  the  nortii-eallern,  and  north-wef- 
tern  angles  of  the  United  States 
Iras  evinced  that  the  boundaries  ef- 
tablilhed  by  the  treaty  of  Paris,  be- 
tween the  Britifli  territories  and 
oups  in  thafe  parts,  were  tooiinper- 
feclly  del'cribed  to  be  fufceptible  of 
execution.  It  has,  therefore,  been 
thought  worthy  of  attention,  for 
pteferving  and  cherifliing  tlie  har- 
mony and  ufeful  intercourfe  fubfift- 
ing  between  tlie  two  nations,  to  re- 
move by  tiiaely  arrangements  what 
unfavorable  incidents  might  other- 
wife  render  a ground  of  future  niif- 
underftanding,  A convention  has, 
therefore,  been  entered  into,  w'hich 
provides  for  a praClible  demarcation 
of  thofe  limits  to  the  Taiisfa6lion  of 
both  parties.

We  have  I'ecn  with  fincere  toncern 
the  flames  of  war  lighted  up  again  in 
Europe,  and  nations  with  which  we  have 
the  mo, ft  friendly  and  ulbEqE  relations, 
engaged  in  mutual  deftruftipii.  While 
wc  regret  the  miferies  in  which  we  fee 
others  involved,  let  us  bow  with  grati- 
tude to  that  kind  Providence,  which  in- 
I’piring  with  wirdom  ar.d  moderation  our 
late  Icgiflative  councils,  while  placed  un- 
der the  urgency  of  the  greateft  wrongs, 
guarded  us  from  haftily  entering  into 
the  I’ang-ainary  coiiteft,  and  left  us  only 
to  lobk  on  and  to  pity  its  ravagef-.  I'hele 
will  be  heavieft  on  thofe  immediately 
engaged  ; yet  she  nations  purfuing  peace 
will  not  be  exempt  from  all  evil.  Ii 
the  courfe  of  this  conflift  let  it  be  ou 
endeavour  as  it  is  our  intereft  and  defire, 
to  cultivate  the  friendlhip  of  the  b! 
gerent  nations  by  every  aft  of  juftice  8t 
of  innocent  kindnefs  ; to  receive  their 
armed  vefTcIs  with  lioi’piiality  from  the 
diftrelTcs  of  the  fea,  but  to  -atlminifter  the 
means  of  annoyance  to  none  ; to  efta- 
blilb  in  our  harbours,  fuch  a police  as 
may  maintain  law  and  order  ; to  leftrain 
our  citizens  from  embarking  individu- 
ally in  a war  in  wh'rch  their  countiy 
takes  no  part  ; to  pii.iilh  fevercly  thofe 
peiKMis,  CiCi'zcn  or  alien,  who  (hall  ufuip 
the  cover  of  our  flag,  for  veflels  not  en-

The  difeovery  of  this  wall  does 
jiot“f€em  to  flrengthen  the  opinion 
of  thofe,  who  believe  that  this  wef- 
tefn  world  has  once  before  been 
habited  bv  a civilized  people,  or  vi- 
fited  ofiener  than  hiltory  informs  us 
of,  and  prior  to  its  authenticated 
dlfcovervby  Columbus.”  This  con- 
clufion  is  abfiird  in  the  extreme,  and 
can  anfwer  no  other  imrpofe  than  to 
confirm  learned  foreigners  in  our  o- 
pinion  of  our  total  want  of  fcience, 
and  ignorance  of  the  molt  common 
productions  of  nature.
